It is expected that the students will avail themselves of some of 
these. 


LIBRARY 

The Steinbach Bible Institute recogn'izes the importance of good library 
facilities. As a result, the new school is provided with a library room which 
houses the book stacks and provides a space for student study and research. 
The growing library of the school is catalogued according to the Dewey 
Decimal system and the Fuller Theological Sem'inary expansion of the religious 
section.

If for 
good reason a student desires to be excepted, a letter with full description of 
the reason must be written to the Registrar, specifically stating the request. 

The students who will live in dormitory should bring bedding, I'inen, towels, 
mirror, curtains, bedroom rug. 
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GENERAL RULES 

1. Regxilar attendance is expected. Absence must be reported beforehand. 

2. Any drives or outings should be reported to the teachers. 

3. Any contemplated change in living quarters should first be reported to 
the teachers . 

4. Up to one hour of gratis work per day is required of students. For this 
you ought to bring a change of good serviceable work clothes. 

5. All contacts between the sexes shall be in accordance with the highest 
principles of Christian living and the regulations of the Institute. 

6. We expect of our students to behave and dress inoffensively both in and 
out of school. 

7. The modem trend of fashion, such as transparent, sleeveless, low neck¬ 
line or tight-fitting dresses, trinkets for the neck, arms or hands, or painting of 
face or hands are not permitted. 

8. Since Christians are called to be free, our students are not under rigid 

rules. We try to teach that we are to “walk in the Spirit and we will not fulfill 
the lust of the flesh.” We do believe that the life that is brought into right 
relationship with Christ will be a victorious iife. The ones that will not live 
under grace will discover that there is law. Those who refuse to make right 
choices are asked to leave. ^ 

The Student Handbook, published by the Steinbach Bible Institute, 
describes in detail the principles and regulations by which student life at the 
school is ordered. These books will be givn to the student on the day of 
orientation or wili be sent to the prospective student and other interested 
parties upon request. The student will be responsible for a thorough acquain¬ 
tance with its contents and a conscientious application of these principles 
and rules.

Academic Information 

ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 

Students of good moral character, willing to submit to regulations will 
be welcome. 

Fill out application blank and mail together with registration fee of $5.00 
to the Registrar, Steinbach Bible Institute. 

It is necessary for the Registrar to have a transcript of the credits you 
have earned at any school other than the Steinbach Bible Institute, except 
grade school. You can obtain them either from the school which you have 
attended or have the school or Department of Education send them directly to 
the Registrar of the Steinbach Bible Institute, Seinbach, Man. If it takes some 
time to obtain the transcript send in the application and send the transcript 
later. 
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DIPLOMAS AND ACADEMIC STANDARDS — 


General Bible 

The academic work in the Bible Department of the Institute is divided 
into two levels. Level one work in Bible is considered high school standard 
and pre-supposes less than high school graduation. The course in this level 
leads to the Red Seal Steinbach Bible Institute diploma. Level two of the Bible 
department has as prerequisite high school completion and constitutes Junior 
College standard of work. It leads to the Gold Seal diploma. 

Christian Education 

Upon completion of this two-year course the student receives the standard 
diploma of the Evangelical Teacher Training Association of Chicago, of which 
more than one hundred Bible Schools, Seminaries and Colleges in Canada and 
the U.S.A. are members. 

General Bible course students taking the required subjects receive this 
diploma as well as the Bible Institute diploma. 

High School 

In the high school department jvmior matriculation leads to the Red Seal 
high school diploma of the Institute and senior matriculation to the Gold Seal 
high school diploma. Completion of the junior matriculation course qualifies 
for university entrance; completion of the senior matriculation course qualifies 
for normal school entrance and second-year university. 


GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 

The students must have acquired a Grade X standing in English or its 
equivalent to receive a diploma from e^ither the Steinbach Bible Institute or 
the Evangelical Teacher Training Association. 

The student must have successfully completed 96 semester hours for the 
diploma of the Bible Institute, and 64 semester hours for the diploma of the 
E. T. T. A. of Chicago. 

The student must give evidence of strong Christian character and sound¬ 
ness of doctrine. 

The student must show commendable zeal and faithfulness in his practical 
Christian work assignments. 

For graduation from High School the student must have successfully 
completed the course as prescribed by the Department of Education.

SHORT COURSE 

For Bible School students or others who find It more convenient to spend 
only a few months in full time study, we are offering a spring short course in 
subjects of grade X to XII. This course starts the beginning of April and ends 
in Jime. Students will write the departmental exEtminations and receive the 
regular standing of Manitoba Department of Education. Application for admis- 
^on to this course is requested before the end of February. Your academic 
standing will determine the number of subjets for which you are allowed to 
register. 

EVENING CLASSES 

Evening classes in Christian doctrine and other Bible subjects, and Simday 
School teacher subjects will be given if there is sufficient request for them. In 
this way those busy at other work in the daytime have opportunity for some 
training. Regular credits will be given towards the E. T. T. A. diploma or the 
Bible Institute diploma. 

^description of Qourses 

I. ENGLISH BIBLE 

101, 102, 201, 202, 301, 302. Synthesis. This is a consecutive three-year 
study of the whole Bible. The purpose of this study is to give the student a 
general survey of the message of all the books of the Scripture. 24 hours. 

103, 104. Bible Exegesis. This is a thorough study of the Book of Acts 
in its historical setting with a view to understand the founding of the Church 
of Christ and the life and labour of the apostolic Chiu’ch. 4 hours. 

107, 108. Church History. The course of Bible History is concerned with 
tracing the historic narrative of the whole Bible from Genesis to Revelation. 
Emphasis is placed on general backgrounds as well as historic and geographic 
setting to help the student to acquire an intelligent imderstanding of the Word 
of God. 6 hours. 

109. Bible Geography. The general topography and locations of cities and 
countries of Bible lands is studied in this course. The climate and the peoples 
of these lands also find description. 2 hours. 

110. Biblical Antiquities. A course which aims to acquaint the Bible 
student with the customs, manners and tools, etc., of Bible times. 1 hour. 

203,204. Bible Exegesis. A detailed study of various books from both 
Old and Nest Testaments with special emphasis on the deeper spiritual life 
of the believer. 

203, 204. Bible Exegesis, Romans. A thorough verse by verse study 
of St. Paul’s Epistle to the Romans. Emphases are placed on the total message 
of the letter and the various effective methods of Bible Study. It is intended 
that this course should give the student much needed tools for private study 
of the Word. 4 hours.

111, 112. Bible Doctrine. A brief study of the whole field of Christian 
doctrine, including the doctrines of Inspiration, God, Angels, Redemption, 
Church, etc. 4 hours. 

113, 114. Study of Prayer. A rather thorough study of the Biblical 
doctrine of prayer is made, with special emphasis on the application of the 
teaching of prayer to the life of the individual student. 2 hours. 

205 or 206. Bible Introduction. A study of the steps through which our 
Bible has passed in its writing, translation, etc. ,in coming down to the present. 

213 or 214. Personal Evangelism. The principles and practice of winning 
men to Christ and the memorizing of Scriptures for this purpose. 2 hours.. 

311, 312. Theology. An advanced course ‘in Bible doctrine with attention 
given to historical theology and some aspects of philosophy most pertinent 
to the study. 10 hours. 

317. Christian Evidences. A study of the claims and proofs that the 
Bible is truly God’s Word and that Christianity is the true faith. 2 hours. 

318. Christian Evidences. This is a continuation of the first semester 
work in this area (Prerequisite course 317). 2 hours. 

316. Homiletics. The art of sermon preparation and delivery. 2 hours. 


III. HISTORY 

121, 122. Missjons I. A brief survey of methods and other data of mis¬ 
sions from the viewpoint of the Bible. 2 hours. 

221, 222. Missions II. This is a continuation of the first year course with 
special emphasis on the general development of missions after New Testament 
times. 2 hours. 

223, 224. Church History. This is a general course in the history and 
development of the Christian Church through the centuries. It begins with 
Apostolic times and concludes with the latest developments in this century.

226. Modern Cults. A brief survey of the various false systems of wor¬ 
ship and doctrine in Christendom and the exposur eof them in the light of 
Holy Scriptures. 2 hours. 

227. Comparative Religions. This course defines the non-Christian reli¬ 
gions and evaluates them in relation to Christianity. 2 hours. 

321, 322, Missions III. This is a course of reserch in contemporary 
problems of missions. Also, attention is given to biographical study of promi¬ 
nent missionaries and important missions data is gathered from mission 
boards. 2 hours. 

325. Anabaptist History. A study of the Anabaptist movement with its 
roots in pre-Reformation times and its development to he present. 2 hours.

171 or 172. Child Study. An examination of the laws governing the 
growth of personality in childhood and youth for the purpose of equipping the 
Christian worker to best meet all the spiritual needs of the child. 2 hours. 

271 or 272. Sunday School Administration. The study of methods of 
organizing, conducting and promoting Sunday School Work. 2 hours. 

273 or 274. Department Specialization. A thorough study of organiza¬ 
tion and administration of some of the Sunday School departments. Attention 
is given to the study of psychology of the age group of the department. 2 hours. 

275 or 276. Pedagogy. A study of teaching principles as applied to 
Sunday School work especially. 2 hours. 

279 or 280. Sunday School Evangelism. The methods and the importance 
of winning children to Christ. 2 hours.
